THE RETIRED MARSHAL. 

Raron Kuchnefeld was born in 1817, and te 
therefore of the same age as Archduke Albert, 
two yoars younger than Prince Bismarek, 
and seventeen years younger than Count Von 
Moltke. In 1866 he defended the Tyrol with a 
all force against the Italiass and bis suc- 
cessful conduct of this dificult enterprise, 
followed by the publication of a treatise on 
mountain warfare which ranks as a classic in 
military literature, established bis position 
as one of the first of living commanders. 
From 1868 to 1874 be was Minister of 
War, and to him is owing all that is 
good in the reorganization of the Austrian 
army, after the great disasters of the Bohem- 
in campaign. In 1874 he was appointed to 
the post from which he has been relieved. If 
has now become a painful fact te the majority 
of Austrians that in view of the present criti- 
Sal state of European affaire the government 
took avery unwise step in removing Baron 
Von Kuebnefeld. Austrians know how often

A New Phase of the Gubernatcrial Oentest—

‘THE CONSTRUCTION OF A BRIDGE 
1,700 feet in length and 60 feet in width is not 
a task for one summer day, and when are 


added to the ordinary delays of the 
work the manifold disasters which 
continually wait on contractors, the 


slow progress of the construction is 
explained. The first contract for work on 
the bridge was let March 9, 1685, to Edward 
Rielly of St. Louis for the construction of the 
north and south approaches. The Municipal 
Assewby nad sanctioned the bridge project 
and had appropriated only sufficient money 
to pay for the ap proaches. Subse- 
quently and at long intervals the Municipal 
Assembly appropriated sums for other por- 
tions of the work. 

Had the entire amount for the construc- 
tion ofthe bridge been appropriated at one 
time, said Street Commissioner J. W. Turn- 
er, ‘‘we would have had the bridge nearly fin- 


ished by this time. it is the sto of the 
Eighteenth street bridge repeated.

We once remained in Florence till June had 
well set in, and found the heat very oppres- 
sive, as it naturally would be fn a city shut in 
by hills and dependent for fresh air on very 
intermittent breezes, which drop down from 
the Apeninnes or steal up from the distant 
sea. Nobody got up and out early enough to 
enjoy the brief morning freshness, but every- 
body could enjoy that of the evening, and the 
lingering sunset splendors, and tender lights 
and shades, from the noble his- 
toric heights of Fiesole and San Mini- 
atu, or in that loveliest of parks and riverside 
drives, the Oaseini. Then the moonlight 
strolls on the Lungarno and about the solemn 
old historic and haunted piazze and loggie are 
simply hours of enchantment. We all became 
wise as owls during those last weeks in Flor- 
ence, keeping in

hrough the hot day, and being all alive and 
all abroad at night. We having man 

times gone through all the galleries and 
churches, had little to tempt us out before 
sunset. I must confess, however, to the 
weakness of having gone to the Lungarno sev- 
eral time late in the afternoon to watch for the 
celebrated Livingston—not the pious African 
explorer—but the rich American, who for more 
than twenty years had made his horses and 
drag a popular show in  Fiorence. 
He first began, I delleve, mod- 
estly, driving six-in-hand, then eight, 
then ten, and, finally, actually doubied 
the last number of beautiful blooded bays. 
myself have seen him driving twenty of those 
splendidly groomed and appointed animals, 
with the aid, however, of two or three active 
grooms, most of the time on foot. As the 
much-eiongated equipage wound through the 
narrow city streets, toward the Lungarno, the 
immense bundle of ribbons held by the nerv- 
ous but feeble hands of an elderly man, 
strapped in late years to his seat, and looking 
as anxious as the Czar of al) the Russias, Flor- 
entines looked for an accident with cheerful 
confidence, all ready to buy lottery tickets on 
the number of people killed or injured. If 
that long Une of spirited, bigh-stepping, 
jiggling, ping animals bad. taken fright 
and broken away from the control of driver 


and grooms, there would have been a whole 
chapter of accidents — linked catastrophe 
long drawn out’’—but, as we with others 
looked and waited in vain for such a sensa-

Many 
go to the baths of Lacca, not very cool, but 
salubrious and awfully fashionable, and to 
the seaside, and but few to the lakes, the air 
of which is not considered healthy until 
the autumn; many seek the mountainse—the 
Apenn nes, the Tyrol, the Engadine—all the 
great Swiss resorts, while some go every year 
to the German baths. Few Americans know 
what picturesque, — resting and cooling- 
off places are to be found in only a few hours’ 
journey from Florence.

Icould uu a column with official and un- 
questionable prqots of this paradox, but re- 
serve the space for some facts of more inter- 
est to tbe reader.
